It was not till three weeks after this, 
that he departed-this life : all which time 
the hopes and fears of thoſe who attend- 
ed him wert alternately excited; yet 
hopes of his recovery were never totally 
given up till the evening before his death. 
During theſe three weeks he was chiefly- 
employed i in prayer and reading the ſcrip- 
tures; and when unable to read himſelf, - 
he would deſire one or'other of his elders, 


(who faithfully attended him) to read to 


him ſuch paſſages as he pointed out, on 
which he frequently made obſervations 


as they went along. 


The contagion of his diſorder was 
caught by Mr. Goodwillie's family. Two 
of his children fell victims to it before 
Mr. Beveridge's death, and were laid in 
one grave *; ; and Mr. Good willie him

Mrs. Goodwillie behaved with ſuch exemplary pru- - 
dence, that notwithſtanding Mr. Beveridge was the means 
of bringing the diſorder into the houſe, of which two 
of her children died, ſhe was unremitting in her kindneſs | 
to him; and, though an affectionate mother, never ſhed 
a tear in his fight, for fear of hurting bis ſenſibility. 
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ſelf was dangerouſly ill of it. On 


Sabbath, a number of the people gather- 
ed to the houſe where theſe two diſtreſſed 


miniſters lay. Mr. Beveridge's heart was 


ſo touched with compaſſion towards tliem, 
Who were, at that time, as ſheep without 
a ſhepherd, that he inſiſted on being 
permitted to preach to them.

After this he addreſſed the company 
that were round about him: he ex- 
horted Mr, Goodwillie not to give way 
to exceſſive grief for the loſs of his chil-

neſs ſhewn to him in his illneſs; and de-

paſſed over them, in which he diſcovered 
the moſt perfect recollection.

But amidſt theſe and 
other avocations he did not neglect his 
flock ; and his diligence among them was 
attended with viſible ſucceſs.

eſteemed their. miniſter. while he lived, 
and ſince his death have ſhewn the moſt 
dutiful reſpect. to his memory, by order- 
ing a handſome monument to be erected 
over his grave in the church-yard of Bar- 
net; and by making proviſion for his fa- 
lan. He has left a widow and five chil- 
dren, (the. youngeſt of whom was born 
ſince: his death) who very ſenſibly. feel 
the. loſs they have ſuſtained z but he 
often committed them unto the Lord, 
who will be faithful to his promiſe, in 
being a Father to the fatherleſs, and a 
huſband to the widow. . 


To attempt to delineate the character 


of this eminent ſervant of Chriſt, would 
require one poſſeſſed of equal abilities. He 
Was critically acquainted with the holy 
ſcriptures, which he daily ſtudied in the 
original languages. His diſtin& views of 
evangelical truth, rendered him always 
acceptable in his public diſcourſes, to 


thoſe who had any ſavour for the things 
of God: while his extenſive acquaintance 
with the hiſtory, conſtitution, and order

uſeful to the preſbytery of which he was 


a member, He had a plentiful meaſure of 
the grace of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, which. 


ſhone forth in his great hümility, wean. 


edneſs from the world, ſolemnity of car- 


riage, and in his being a man of prayer, 
and always deeply impreſſed” with a ſenſe 
of the Divine Majeſty, He was much 


favoured with intimacy with his God: he 


frequently ſpent days, . 
in prayer and wreſtling with God. 
facramental times he flept little, - 
his converſation was very heavenly, He 
was ordinarily much countenanced in his 
miniſtry on ſuch occaſions, 

He was well acquainted with the writ- 


ings of the Reformers, and with the riſe 


and progreſs of the Reformation, toge- 
ther with the wonderful events of Divine 
Providence in bringing it about. Indeed
